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Preliminary Budget Shows 
Town Costs Up 22% 


Andover’s expenses. will 
increase 22 percent in 1972, if 
figures contained in the prelimi- 
nary budget presented to the 
selectmen this week by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin are 
approved at town meeting. 

The increase does not include 
the school department budget which 
is also expected to increase. 

Overall effect of the budget pre- 
sentation made according to the 
town manager charter by Dec. 1, 
means a possible $1 to$2 increase 
in the town’s tax rate, without 
consideration of school department 


expenses. 

The average departmental in- 
crease is set at six and one-half 
percent. 

The manager, in his budget 
message to the selectmen and 
finance committee noted that bud- 
gets for debt service, hydrant 
rental and landfill ‘‘are of such 
magnitude as to cause the total 
operating budget for all depart- 
ments except the school depart- 
ment and vocational school to 
increase some $1,156,840 over 
the 1971 operating budget. This 
represents a 22 percent increase.

sabbatical leave from the Andover 
school system this year, studyinz 
the middle school stystem there. 

The following comrnainication 
from the educator reveals some 
of his experiences to date: 

“It is a rare opportunity for 
a family of seven to travel abroad 
and live for a year in a foreign 
country. All of the ‘‘Harts’’ have 
experienced the wonders of agreat 
city like London, from the marvels 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral to the 
mystery and intrique of the Tower 
of London. 

“The British countryside is 
spectacular to the Southwest where 
the traveller is spellbound by the 
simple grandeur of Stonehenge and 
the breathtaking beauty of Tintagel, 
the alleged site of King Arthur’s 
castle, on a rugged cliff over- 
looking the Atlantic. 

“Our home is on the campus 
of a girls’ school in the East 
Finchley section of London, some- 
what isolated from the neighbor- 
hood. We are within walking 
distance of the shopping area which 
is not unlike Main Street in 
Andover. Only two weeks ago we 
drove through Andover, England 
and felt very close to home reading 
the road signs toAmesbury, Salis- 
bury, and Winchester. 

‘‘Mary and Patricia, students 
at East Junior High School, are 
enrolled at Bishop Douglas School, 
which is a five minute walk from 
the house. They appear very 
happy in their new school except 
for the fact that they wear uni- 
forms which measure three inches 
from the knee. Actually, the 
adjustment to the uniforms wasn’t 
difficult since everyone wears 
them and all the decisions about 
‘‘what to wear’’ are solved for the 
year. When you think about it, it 
makes some sense. 

“Elizabeth and Billy are 
spending this year away from 
Shawsheen School at a parochial 
school about a mile from the 
house. I have detected the 
slightest British accent when they 
say ‘‘either and neither.’’ Both 
of them wear ‘‘beanies”’ to school 
and have refused to be photo- 
graphed. Recently we went to an 
‘fopen house’’ at the school where 
a group of young boys played 
guitars while the school chorus 
sang folk songs. The children 
are very excited about this part 
of their program. It looks like 
a guitar or two for Christmas. 

‘‘My own program at London 
University has been a marvelous 
experience. Believe it or not, 
it is very enjoyable being a stu- 
dent again, The Institute of Educa- 
tion at the University brings 
experienced educators from 
throughout the world together for 
a year of study. Over fifty 
countries are represented from 
The Cameroons to Ceylon. In 
addition to a regular program of 
studies, we meet twice a week in 
seminars where each ‘student’? 
presents a paper in his specific 
area for information, discussion, 
and debate, The topics have ranged 
from ‘‘teaching immigrant child-

ren” to ‘Economics of 
Education.’’ My own study has 
brought me into several Middle 
Schools where the age range is 
generally nine to thirteen years, 
although there is some variation 
depending on the Borough. Middle 
Schools are a relatively recent 
development in Great Britain and 
they are expanding rapidly 
throughout the country. There are 
many, many factors involvedinthis 
expansion including economics, 
politics, and education. In dis- 
cussing Middle Schools with an 
Assistant Minister at The Depart- 
ment of Education and Science, 
the needs of the Local Education 
Authority are paramount in de- 
termining school organization 
At this point in my program, it 
is clear that no prototype Middle 
School exists in Great Britain, but 
a great variety of programs, 
especially suited for the pre- 
adolescent, which are unique and 
differ from both primary and 
secondary methods and techniques. 

‘Our young son, Michael, age 
three, attends London University 
Nursery School one day a week 
and doesn’t appear too impressed 
with the collegiate atmosphere. 

“If the months ahead prove to 
be as exciting and stimulating as 
these past three, we will all have 
learned a great deal more of the 
meaning of life and trust our 
adventure will benefit the Andover 
Community as we share our ex- 
periences with colleagues and 
friends. 

‘*There is one thing certain, that 
each one of us has a far greater 
appreciation for America, having 
spent time with a wonderful people 
whose aspirations are for many 
things that we take for granted at 
home,’’

Studying 
Results 


Results of last spring’s Stanford 
Achievement Test reported to the 
school committee this fall will 
stimulate a series of activities 
in the system to evaluate the test 
results and act upon them, ac- 
cording to the school administra- 
tion. These activities will cumulate 
in apublic report to the community. 

The students, in general, per- 
formed high average to above 
average at the elementary level, 
and average at the secondary level, 
with slightly higher performance 
at the senior high than the junior 
high levels. 

Many factors were cited that 
might affect the validity of the 
tests, but the school committee 
and administration’s conclusion 
was to pay attention to the tests, 
with an eye to concentrating on 
areas and age levels where An- 
dover students’ performance 
dipped, lower than in other areas. 

Step one, the administration has 
announced, will be composing 
stanine results for each of the 
testing program’s subtests at 
every grade level, in each indivi- 
dual school. Stanines are bar 
graphs showing the proportion of 
students who perform at each of 
nine different levels of achieve- 
ment. Every grade level will have 
one for each of the subtests that 
make up the program. 

The second step will be an in- 
depth analysis by each individual 
school, of its test results, in each 
separate area, and at every grade 
level. This will include drawing 
conclusions from the test results 
and making recommendations for 
action. 

The superintendent, after 
analyzing the individual schools’ 
results, conclusions and recom- 
mendations, will make his report 
to the school committee, with his 
conclusions and recommendations 
for the system as a whole,

The final step will be sharing 
the conclusions and recommenda- 
tions with the public. The school 
committee, superintendent and 
staff will present them at a com- 
munity-wide public meeting, and 
individual schools will report them 
to their specific school communi- 
ties at school meetings. 

The point of the whole exercise 
seems to be to make the too! of a 
nation-wide testing program as 
useful as possible in concentrating 
attention and action on the’ areas 
where Andover students’ perform- 
ance stood up least well. 


Student 
Diabetics 
To Meet 


How many students in the 
Andover school system are 
diabetic? 

A number of them, according 
to Head Nurse Ruth Wescott, but 
sometimes the student, and maybe 
even his parents too, are scared 
of what he has. If they talk about 
it to no one and put their head 
in the sand they never have the 
reassurance of knowing that there 
are other diabetic students in the 
schools, engaged in all kinds of 
normal school and _ athletic 
activities. 

For this reason Nurse Wescott, 
and Health Coordinator Anita 
Charpentier applaud the proposal 
of one mother of a diabetic stu- 
dent, for a student diabetic club. 

The purpose of the club would 
be for diabetic younzsters to meet 
periodically, with parental sup- 
port, exchange information, ideas 
and talk about their mutual condi- 
tion and activities, and receive 
the reassurance that they are not 
So unique after all. 

Mrs. Nelson Nicholson, Jr., who 
proposes the Student Diabetic Club, 
says that parents need the mutual 
support of shared information and 
experience just as much as the 
diabetic youngsters themselves. 

She is appealinz, through this 
column, for parents of other dia- 
betic students to contact her to 
cooperate in starting the student’s 
club. 

Her problem is that she has no 
means of knowing who ail the 
other diabetic children are, or of 
contacting their parents, since the 
schools’ medical information is 
confidential information _ that 
cannot be released. She hopes 
publication of her name as amother 
of a diabetic student will bring 
other parents of diabetics ‘‘out 
of the woodwork’”’ to helpformthe 
club, and a network of ‘parental 
support and communication behind 
it. 

Health Coordinator Anita Char- 
pentier told the TOWNSMAN she 
favors the idea of the club, and 
sees the parental cooperation as 
community involvement ‘‘and 
that’s good.”’

What makes up the Hidden 
Curriculum that Andover children 
are learning from? Many influ- 
ences outside of the school 
curriculum, largely outside of the 
schools themselves, are teaching 
our children. What is this phantom 
curriculum teaching them? 

Last week’s TOWNSMAN, 
beginning to explore the Hidden 
Curriculum, carried Superinten- 


dent Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert’s 
prediction that the sum of TV, 
peer group culture, radio, movies, 
newspapers and magazines, popu- 
lar song lyrics, and the groups 
who compose and sing them, even 
a trip to the sights and experiences 
of Boston -- all these determine 
what must children are learning 
more than the institutions of home, 
school and church, 

An exploration of what children 
learn from different ‘‘courses’’ 
and sources of the hiddencurricu- 
lum, begins this week with that 
pervasive teacher - Television. 

The teaching power of public 
broadcasting children’s educa- 
tional programs such as Sesame 
Street and The Electric Hour have 
been hailed. Furthermore, nothing 
can surpass the Tube for ‘‘taking’’ 


the viewer to real-life situation, 
whether it is a sports event, a 
far-away environment of special 
interest, or the after-effects of 
a catastrophe in India, Biafra, 
Vietnam or Dallas.

land? Is it all right, as long as 
it is far away from Andover that 
they are shooting each other? 

How much attention do families 
pay to the unwanted teaching power 
- the Hidden Curriculum - of other 
programs and commercials? TV’s 
Hidden Curriculum lies largely in 
unspoken assumptions which child- 
ren can absorb: soap opera’s as- 
sumptions about marriage, infidel- 
ity and continual crises. Children 


parrot powerful phrases from 
sophisticated programs and ads: 
‘Sock it to me!” ‘Take it off; 
take it all off.’’ Children learn 
from the rock music that every 
desire should be gratified, and 
from TV commercials that any- 
thing unpleasant can be avoided, 
chemically. 

TV commercials are no longer 
permitted to glamorize smok- 
ing, but they tell parents and their 
children that every discomfort 
should be avoided, every tension 
or pressure chemically evaded 
by a wonderful pill which will 
make their world allright again. 

Note: Andover junior high 
administrators and teachers know 
that drug use at their level is 
up this year. And any cop, junior 
high kid or teacher can tell you 
the drug abuse increase is in pill- 
popping for kicks - or is it to 
avoid pressures?) 

Escalation of violence in lan- 
guage and in action is also spread 
by TV, whether by network choice 
of showing the most dramatic news 
footage, or by commercial 
interests which choose programs 
for their violence appeal. What 
we see and hear on TV tends to 
be imitated, and also to become 
more acceptable publicly for 
having been shown on TV, 

South School Principal Jack 
Coyle points out that TV’s posi- 
tive contributions are important 
and obvious ones. ‘‘The power 
and glory of the Tube is its ability 
to show the real life scene. TV’s 
negative values are not nearly so 
obvious, and it’s almost impossible 
to measure them - but you know 
they are there.’’ 

One exercise at South School 
is learning to look critically at 
TV ads, with the teacher helping 
students see the hidden 
assumptions, the gimmicks, 
checking to see if the stated pur- 
pose is misleading. Another ex- 
ercise may be a student survey 
of TV watching habits, Coyle 
Suggests. 

How many parents survey the 
TV fare? Superintendent Seifert 
suggests that families might go 
through the TV program listings 
to add up the number of TV pro- 
gram hours that deal with values 
the family realy wishes to rein- 
force. 

Then, Seifert suggests, compare 
this number with the hours the 
children actually watch, including 
programs that the family has not 
checked at all. 

He comments that TV programs 
that truly look at society without 
commercial motivation have not 
the best chance of survival in this 
conntry. Do you asaparent, agree 
with the Nielson ratings? Some 
of our best program series have 
come from England, and 
nationalized TV, where public in- 
terest has a higher priority. How 
do you feel about commercials 
whose humourous promotion goes 
‘*Take it off; take it all off?” 

It’s worthwhile for a family to 
seriously evaluate children’s TV 
fare, for many Andover children 
voluntarily, or from lack of better

inspiration or suggestion, spend 
almost as many hours learning 
from TV’s Hidden Curriculum ag 
they do meeting the stated curricu- 
lum in school. 

If this is so, we should not be 
surprised if their values are in- 
fluenced more by TV’s Hidden 
Curriculum than by the lessons 
of history, parental advice or an 
hour a week of religious 
instruction.

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Henderson Reports Record 
Progress In Annual Report 


Robert M. Henderson 
Describing 1971 as a year of 


‘outstanding progress’’ for An- 
dover Savings Eank, Robert M. 
Henderson, president, has 
announced new highs in all de- 
partments including deposits, 
mortgages, installment loans, 
and dividends paid to depositors. 

In his report to trustees and 
corporators attending the annual 
meeting held Nov. 29, Henderson 
revealed that for the fiscal year 
ending Oct. 31, deposits chalked 
up a historic 18.2 percent gain 
of $10,629,000, bringing total de- 
posits to a record $69,135,000. 
This compares with a 12.8 per- 
cent rate recorded as an average 
for all mutual savings banks inthe 
Commonwealth. 

According to Henderson the two 
branch offices combined to make 
a significant 36 percent contribu- 
tion to the bank’s overall deposit 
growth with the Methuen office 
showing a gain of 25.2 percent 
and the North Andover branch up 
by 16.4 percent for the fiscal 
year. Both offices also reported 
substantial increases in mortgage 
and personal loan business. 

He further noted that deposi- 
tors shared in an all-time high 
dividend distribution for the year 
amounting to $3,445,000, 

Reviewing mortgage activity, 
Henderson reported that invest- 
ment in real estate loans, 
primarily on residential proper- 
ties in Greater Lawrence, showed 
a net increase of $6,530,000, or 
14.2 percent over the previous 
year, with the total mortgage port- 
folio now standing at a peak 
$52,571,000. He added that the 
bank is also involved in the 
financing of apartment houses, 
nursing homes, commerical build- 
ings and local land development, 
as well as the expansion programs 
of both the Bon Secours and Law- 
rence General Hospitals. 

Henderson touched briefly onthe 
housing plan sponsored by the 


Greater Lawrence Chamber of 
Commerce designed to improve 
housing conditions for minorj 
groups in the area, Under the plan, 
limited funds provided by local 
businesses and industrial firms 
are available to qualified families 
who need housing but lack the re- 
quired down payment. **Andover 
Savings was the first to write a 
mortgage under this program,” 
he said, ‘‘and it is encouraging 
to see that other area banks are 
giving needed support to this 
worthwhile plan.’’ 

Trustees learned that install- 
ment loans, including home im. 
provement, personal, auto, 
collateral and educational loans, 
were up by 44.9 percent bringing 
the total installment loan portfolio 
to a new high of $3,345,000. 

In _ his concluding remarks 
Henderson told the meeting that 
the bank was conducting an ‘in. 
depth” marketing study in the 
Greater Lawrence area and it was 
hoped that the findings would open 
up new avenues of improving and 
implementing customer services,

New Reading Program Delayed 


It will be February before the 
elementary schools begin to phase 
in the new individualized reading 
program designed and being pro- 
duced by the Andover schools’ 
reading department, the superin- 
tendent said in a TCWNSMAN in- 
terview this week. 

The administration’s decisionto 
have students continue inthe tradi- 
tional reading program for another 
two months arises from production 
delays and from the felt need to 
give Andover elementary teachers 
a breather between the adjustment 
pains of first individualizing 
mathematics, and now reading. 

Supt. Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
also sees a need for copyrighting 
the Andover reading department’s 
home-grown individualized read- 
ing program, with potential profit 
to the town from ‘‘the best 
individualized reading program in 
the country.’’ 


In almost the same breath that 
he announced the delay in imple- 
menting the individualized reading 
Seifert hailed it as ‘‘morethanwe 
bargained for . .. it is turning 
out to be more comprehensive 
than any individualized reading 
program we have seen anywhere in 
the country, even including the new 
program just turned out at the 
University of Wisconsin for the IGE 
schools.’””? (Andover has two 
schools, South and Shawsheen, in 
the IGE multi-age group, team edu- 
cational program, but they will use 
Andover’s own reading program, 
instead of buying IGE’s program.) 
Seifert said. the Andover 
‘program, besides being the most 
comprehensive around, has other 
extras, including a number of 
games for children to play which 


sharpen reading skills. 

The two-month delay, the super- 
intendent said, should give the 
production staff time to complete 
all sections of the program; some 
have been held up due to late 
machine delivery and one machine 
breakdown. The actual physical 
production of the program, the last 
step, produces sheaves of plastic- 
encased instructional and assign- 
ment sheets, which can be erased 
and re-used by many children, for 
economy. Instructional material 
for each skill area at each level: 
is contained in a separate folder, 
clearly and specially labelled so 
that a child can find the appropri- 
ate folder of work himself. Late 
delivery of the labelling machine 
was one cause for the production 
holdup and the delay. 

More important, perhaps, is the 
need to give the elementary staff 
a breather after bringing in the 
individualized math earlier this 
fall. All elementary  schocl 
teachers have had six half-days of 
inservice workshops on_ indi- 
vidualizing techniques, but more 
time is evidently needed to 
familiarize the teachers with the 
actual reading program itself. 

*‘The delay will give them a 
chance to get to know the reading 
program thoroughly, understand 
its benefits, so they can be 
completely supportive of the pro- 
gram when they begin to introduce 
their children into it,’ Seifert 
told the TOWNSMAN. “This is 
very important.’’ 

Seifert underlined the pains of 
adjustment in introducing an 
individualized program in all 
schools at once, instead of in one 
school at atime. ‘‘We could begin 
introducing the reading program 
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now, with the meterials that are 
complete, and the teachers who are 
most familiar withthe program and 
ready for it now, but we think its 
wiser to give it more time, and 
do it in all schools at once, on the 
principle of equal educational 
opportunity in a'l the Andover 
schools.’’ 

Although all elementary schools 
will begin to introduce the in- 
dividualized reading program in 
February, not all children in each 
school will begin at once. The 
reading specialists in each school 
will introduce one teacher’s group 
of students into the program at a 
time, working with them for 
several weeks, for smooth transi- 
tion from group instruction into 
the individualized program. The 
best way to describe the time- 
table, Seifert said, was that it 
will begin in all schoolsFebruary, 
and be fully implemented in all 
schools by June. 

The superintendent praises. the 
elementary staff for its special ef- 
forts in this year of individualizing 
math and reading. ‘‘I know of no 
other school system that has com- 
pletely individualized two subjects, 
system-wide, in one year.” 

‘I don’t want innovations to 
outrun the capability of people to 
handle it. Look what’s been im- 
plemented from a_ system-wide 
viewpoint in this town. The IGE 
programs in South and Shawsheen 
Schools, individualizing math 
system wide this fall, individual- 
izing reading the second half of 
the year. And the science and 
social studies committees have 
plans to reorganize their programs 
and staff in all elementary schools 
beginning in September, ’72. 

To do justice to our staff, a 
breather is in order.

Center At Our Doorstep 


The state department of 
education, as a back-up resource 
for our local school system, is 
nearer than you think -- right 
over in North Andover. 

The department’s Northeast 
Regional Center is located at 555 
Chickering Road, where Thomas 
C. Passios coordinates the Cen- 
ter’s triple functions - regulatory, 
leadership and service. 

The Northeast Center has been 
active in promoting the Greater 
Lawrence approach to the new 
program for the older mentally 
retarded children which the An- 
dover school system is eyeing. 
It was also at the Northeast Center 
that. Andover’s superintendent, 
meeting last week with Education 
Commissioner Neil Sullivan and 
fellow superintendents, learned 
that Andover was eligible for 65 
percent state reimbursement, in- 
cluding interest payments, for 
approved school renovations and 
new school construction. 

The purpose of the Center, 
Passios told the TOWNSMAN, is 
to help any school system in its 
region to improve education for 
its youngsters not only to meet, but 
to surpass state regulations. The 
emphasis, therefore, is on leader- 
ship and service. 

The Northeast Center serves 
some 60-odd school districts in 
this region of the state. More 
often than not, service means in- 
service, and the Center offers 
seminars and workshops to bring 
administrators and teachers up to 
date on any issue they ask help 
on - open concept education, open 


campus education, drug education, 
bilingual education, - and driver 
education. 

An important service is to help 
schools share ideas and practises 
that work. The Curriculum Swap 
Shops are a series of workshops 
where innovative and particularly 
effective practises are explained; 


the subjects this fall have in- 
cluded Junior High School tri- 
mester plan, high school aides 
in elementary rench, the 
extended school day, co-ed Home 
Economics and Industrial Arts and 
SO on. 

Supervisors for the secondary 
and elementary schools Peter N. 
Coffin and I.yn Hartwick provide 
leadership and service at these 
levels, and William Terris serves 
the special education needs for 
the Northeast Fegion, and some 
additional parts of the state. 
Coffin is chairman of the Task 
Force on Open Campus, and his 
Status report on Cpen Campus 
education in Massachusetts is one 
of the documents the Andover Open 
Campus Committee is studying. 
The Center has also supplied 
material for the study of the Com- 
mittee on the Extended School 
Year. 

A community such as Andover 
which is deliberately trying to 
plan ahead in education makes its 
greatest use of the Northeast Cen- 
ter through the extensive informa- 
tion the Center can provide for 
study committees and planning 
groups, so that recommendations

Andover Has Place Of Honor 


In Anne Bradstreet Biography

street ‘The Tenth Muse.’’ In 
the author’s reference to the 
origins of our town, Mrs, White 
quotes from the records of the 
General Court, September 6th, 
1638; 

Mr. Bradstreet, Mr. Dudley, 
Junior, Captain Dennison, Mr. 
Clarke, of Newbury, Mr. Wood- 
bridge, and seven others, are 
alowed (upon their petition) to 
begin a plantation at Merrimack, 
& shall have liberty to associate 
to them such others as they can 
agree upon. 

The ‘‘Plantation at Merrimack’’ 
was located in and about the area 
now known as the Old Center of 
North Andover, an inland planta- 
tion also referred to inother early 
records as the ‘‘land aboute 
Cochichowicke.’? Mrs. Whitecon- 
tinues to tell the historical events 
leading up to the formation of our 
town asthe eminent Mr. Bradstreet 
from Ipswich, along with some 
relatives and good friends, gradu- 
ally made the decision to begin a 
new settlement in the wilderness 

- ‘behind the seacoast towns. 

These historical events are im- 
portant to this biography because 
of the impact they had on the life 
of her subject, Anne Bradstreet, 
wife of Simon Bradstreet and 
mother at that time of five small 
children. 

The fact that Mr. Bradstreet 
played a leading role in our local 
heritage from Colonial time is 
well known and well taught in our 
schools. 

What is not so well known is 
the eminent position in the cul- 
tural heritage of this community 
which Mrs. Bradstreet deserves. 
It is to be hoped that this ex- 

cellent biography will do a great 


deal to assure future generations 
that the distaff side of the Brad- 
street name receives its due 
esteem. 

Elizabeth Wade White is well 
qualified to write definitively about 
Anne Bradstreet. She was born in 
New England, studied at Cxford 
University, England, at whichtime 
she looked into the ancestry and 
parentage of Anne Dudley, daughter 
of Thomas Dudley and Dorothy 
Yorke. (Mr. Dudley was later to 
become second governor of Mass- 
achusetts.) Mrs. White’s thesis 
for her B. Litt. degree was ‘“‘A 
Study of the Life and Works of 
Anne Bradstreet, 1612-1672.” 

One year previous to taking 
her degree, Mrs. White published 
an article in The William and Mary 
Quarterly (July, 1951) called 
‘‘The Tenth Muse - A Tercenten- 
ary Appraisal of Anne Brad- 
street.’’ There can be no doubt 
that Elizabeth Wade _ White 
thoroughly knows the life and works 
of Anne Bradstreet. The result 
of reading her biography leaves 
one with the belief that Anne 
Bradstreet was a_ sensitive 
craftsman in the field of poetry, 
a serious student of history and 
a sincere believer in God and His 
personal relationship to her. 
These attributes, plus her Puritan 
spirit and deep love for nature, 
flow through her writings which 
she worked on with diligence 
throughout half her lifetime. 

Certain influences, well pre- 
sented and documented by the 
author, helped to make this woman 
become the first poet of the New 
World and the first woman poet 
of any worth in England. Firstly 
her father took a position in a 
family of royal blood when Anne 
was about seven years old. To 
this estate and the household ofthe 
Earl of Lincoln came many 
educated and well-born men of 
Elizabethan England. Anne read 
the books they talked about, studied 
her history and classics with the 
children of the Earl, and here de- 
veloped her own strong convictions 
of Puritan theology. 

Secondly, her marriage in 1628 
at age 16 to Simon Bradstreet 
was a fortunate one, bringing to her 
a man she was to love all her life, 
another strong and_ learned 
person by whom she would have 
eight children and in whose honor 
she would write several beautiful 
love poems. 

Thirdly, the temper of thetimes 
which produced the persecution of 
the non-conformists by the throne 
of England determined the fact 
that the Bradstreets and the 
Dudleys with hundreds of others 
would take their Christian Pil- 
grimage to the New World to start 
a new life. 

There can be no question that 
the hardships and uncivilized en- 
vironment of the east coast of 
New England in the 1630s and 40s 
required people of strong mind 
and character to endure. Mrs. 
White points out that these traits 
of character were already present 
in Anne Bradstreet when she sailed 
on the Arabella in 1630 with the 
Mass. Bay Company. In order 
to find a way to write her poems 
when her husband and family must 
have taken most of her time and 
strength she, Anne Bradstreet, had 
to be an usually well organized 
person driven by a need to find 
refreshment and solace by putting 
her inner feelings on paper. 

Anne Bradstreet’s first book 
of poems was published in London 
in 1650. Her brother-in-law was 
responsible for taking the poems

Dr. Ronald J. McAllister, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John B. 
McAllister, 53 Whittier St., has 
been appointed the first faculty 
member of the University of 
California, Riverside Urban 
Studies program. 

Dr. McAllister, assistant pro- 
fessor at the schoo! will be teach- 
ing students about cities and their 
problems, views the problems 
facing cities with a non-crisis 
attitude, and with other faculty 
members, will be instructing in 
a new interdisciplinary program. 

Named to the 1971 edition of 
‘Outstanding Young Men of 
America,’’? Dr, McAllister is a 
graduate of Central Catholic High 
school and Merrimack College. 

The former TOWNSMAN news- 
carrier, went on to receive his 
master’s degree at Duke Univer- 
sity in 1968 and his doctoral de- 
gree at Duke in 1971. 

He is married to the former 
Judith E. Delaney, R.N., daughter 
of the late Thomas J. Delaney and 
Mrs. Delaney of Stevens St. The 
couple has two children, Patrick 
and Benjamin and reside at 4020 
Haverford Ave., Riverside, Calif, 

Commenting onAmerica’s urban 
crises, the newly assigned faculty 
member stated in a campus inter- 
view that increased communication 
and a greater awareness of city 
problems have led to a crisis 
mentality in U. S, cities. 


Dr. McAllister’s other com-. 
ments regarding his new assign- 
ment included: 

“The cities have always had 
problems,’’ Dr. McAllister said. 
‘‘There have always been popula- 
tion problems, housing problems, 
and racial problems, but these 
now seem to have reached crisis 
proportions because we’re so much 
more aware of their existence.’’ 

McAllister, who also conducts 
research through Pacific State 
Hospital, said the city’s problems 
had to be dealt with and studied in 
a noncrisis atmosphere. 

‘*The city is much more thanthe 
sum of its problems and we must 
not lose sight of this,’’ he said. 
‘*There have been urban places 
for well over 5,000 years. Before 
we can come to grips with the 
problems which beset cities today 
we must develop some apprecia- 
tion for the city as a social, 
economic, and political organiza- 
tion with a very long history. 
This is where we rightfully begin 
our study of urban problems - 
with the city itself. 

“The city is a vast, complex 
entity,’’ he said, ‘‘and solutions to 
its numerous problems cannot be 
dealt with in a crisis atmosphere. 
We must approach the city in a 
rational manner, providing solu- 
tions that will benefit it years 
from now. 

“After all,’? he continued, ‘‘the 
city is the future, It will be there.”’ 

McAllister’s philosophy is re- 
flected in the structure of the UC 
Riverside Urban Studies Program. 

Faculty from almost every 
social science discipline have been 
drawn into the prozram to present 
a variety of viewpoints “on urban 
problems today. 

“There is no single urban 
studies problem,’’ McAllister 
said, ‘‘rather, there exists a con- 
Stellation of problems, each 
related to the others. Given this, 
you must approach the study of a 
city from a number of viewpoints, 
to gain a broad diversified view.”’

Editorial Comment 


The Budget 


Town Manager J. Maynard Austin has presented to the 
selectmen and finance committee a foreboding document 
this week, in accordance with town bylaws. 

It is the preliminary budget for the coming year - some- 
thing which annually stirs the minds of local officials. 

As expected it is increased. 

The preliminary figures indicate a 22 per cent. or 
$1,156,840 rise in the costs of municipal government in 
the year ahead, without consideration of school depart- 
ment expenses which last year exceeded $5,700,000. The 
total town budget is estimated at $6,723,705, without the 
school increase. 

The one significant point in the budget, however, which 
must be considered as officials begin their annual financial 
planning, is the built-in expenses, which have risen. tre- 
mendously, coupled with mandatory regulations dealing 
with disposal of refuse. 

Contained in the 1972 costs will be an increase in the 
debt service of $380,000 due primarily to the water treat- 
ment plant. Tempering this will be an estimated $200,000 
in receipts gained from the inereased water rates. 

Bond issues made during the past year for construction 
of the new water treatment plant will be reflected in the 
budget considerations for the first time in 1972. 

The increased water rate schedule will also be reflected 
in the town’s receipts, thus some relief to an already cumber- 
some budget item. 

Ecology has become a household word in recent years. 

Cleaning up the environment and eliminating pollution 
has become mandatory through federal and state regulations. 


Such is reflected in this year’s budget estimates. 

The overall cost’ of disposal of rubbish, garbage and 
maintenance of a sanitary disposal system for the town will 
jump 113 per cent, if the preliminary figures stand up at 
town meeting in March. 

Such is the costs of paying for things of the past. 

Included among the disposal account items is $60,000 
for anew bulldozer. This item was rejected last March and 
comes in this coming vear at an increased cost. 

This ts the full impact of implementing the sanitary land- 
Hill operation and municipal garbage collection. 

Finance committee examination of the costs in this area 
may result in some economies. 

Examining prospective expenses and revenues, the docu- 
ment, minus school considerations results in a tax rate 
increase of between $1 and $2 in 1972. 

Hopefully through some paring between now and Mareh 
and some promise of increased state and federal assistance. 
Andover may be able to soften the tax rate blow, but the 
task ahead for local officials would appear to be an arduous 
one, 


Proper Course 


The selectmen, a week ago, took whet could be con- 
sidered proper action in denying requests for excavation of 
town streets for the installation of utililv lines, 

The board had established a policy over a year ago that 
no street cuts would be allowed after Nov. 1, whieh could 
not be adequately and properly repaired.

\ week ago, several requests were presented to the board 
requesting several street Openings for utility line installa- 
lions. 

The utility companies can not be actually faulted for 
making the requests in view of established policies. 

They are a business, and as such, must perform services 
as requested by customers. 

Contractors, however, or those planning major construe- 
tion work, should anticipate such installations, well in 
advance of regulated time schedules adopted by the town,

poems during the poet’s lifetime 
"but later poems written toward the 
end of her life were published in 
America. Mrs. White has included 
many of the poems found in the 
‘*Tenth Muse” and-also many of 
the later poems in her biography. 
She has printed many of them in 
toto although many of them are 
selected verses and sections. Her 
critical evaluation of the poetry 
is objective and unbiased. There 
are many weaknesses in the early 
poems, she points out and even in 
the later ones, termed lyrical 
masterpieces by many critics. 

In her epilogue of the book, 
Mrs. White sums up her opinion 
of the main worthfulness of this 


j unusual woman: ‘It is as a human 


being, however, that she can still 
appeal to us over the centuries, 
She had a firm and lively charac- 
ter, avid for knowledge, generous 
in affection and admiration, with 
a quiet but perceptive humor and 
a philosophy that was ab’e totrans- 
cend, in its humanistic tolerance 
and wisdom, the rigid conformity of 
the Calvanistic thought-patterns of 
her community. She possessed 
objectivity and humility, yet her 
expression is sometimes forceful 
to the point of violence, and her 
deepest convictions are stated with 
passion. These are the qualities 
that give to the best of her writing 
its perennial freshness and charm; 
“if her verse is not incandescent 
with the flame of genius, it is 
warmed by genuine poetic sen- 
sibility; if it does not rise to 
high-flown heights of eloquence, 
it is capable of conveying deep 
feeling indirect and telling idiom.” 

We agree with Mrs. White that 
Anne Eradstreet’s writings have 
been neglected. It is a good thing 
to have an opportunity to refresh 
our thinking and rereadAnneBrad- 
street’s story. Her life, and her 
works must be read together, and 
one calls forth a new appreciation 
of the other.

‘Additionally, we hope to intern 
students in offices of legislators at 
various levels of city, county, state 
or federal government. This will 
give them an insight into the 
government’s function in relation 
to our cities.’’ 

McAllister said, ‘*Though no 
single urban crisis exists, fiscal 
problems are central. A major 
part of their situation is that cities 
are bankrupt. Revenue sources 
dried up as industry moved to the 
suburbs, and the skilled work force 
followed it, leaving behind unem- 
ployment and rising health and 
welfare expenditures, 

“This doesn’t mean though,” 
McAllister said, ‘‘that the city is 
dead. Far from that, it is very 
much alive, very much a part of 
our nation. Like the nation, the 
city is changing and it’s going to 
be around for a long time.”’

There is no wider and vaguer 
term in the vocabulary of music 
than ‘‘Opera’”’ and any brief defini- 
tion of it would be suchagenerali- 
zation as to mean very little. 
Oratorio and its closely connected 
cantata have their various and 
widely differing types. It canbe 
said, however, that there are 
operas andoratorios closer to each 
other than they are to other works 
in their owncategories. The points 
they have in common are of more 
consequence than those in which 
they differ and the contrast is 
mainly in what is seen rather than 
in what is heard. 

Although generally the public 
presentation of an opera and ora- 
torio is so different, there are 
occasionally performances which 
reveal their unity. From time to 
time, Oratorios and cantatas of 
the dramatic sort are costumed 
and presented as operas for the 
time being. Several of Handel’s 
works ‘‘Samson, Semele, and 
Susannah,’”? among others have 

‘been effectively staged. Men- 
delssohn’s ‘‘Elijiah,” has fre- 
' quently been dressed and acted. 

One reason, perhaps the main 
one, for the usual treatment of 
these two as things apart is the 
wide difference in their promotion, 
sponsoring, perscrinel and public. 
Opera promotion is highly special- 
ized and personnel are generally 
completely and solely occupied 
with it. Its whole basis is neces- 
sarily professional and its organi- 
zation, administrative staff, musi- 
cal staff and technicians put it on 
a par with a vast commercial 
undertaking. 

In contrast, Oratorio is 
generally presented by societies of 
amateur enthusiasts. The basis 

,and very life of the choral society 
is in the company of amateur 
singers and their weekly meetings 
for the pleasure of making music. 
Yet opera and Oratorio are 
aesthetically closely allied and 
what they have in common is the 
problem of linking music with 
drama, 

Opera and oratorio.alike are as 
good as, and no better than, their 
music. In both cases fine music

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To some extent, the priority 
in visiting anything new accounts 
for much of the success of the blue 
jay among birds. If something 
changes in the yard, blue jays 
seem to notice it first. And, if 
the change offers them any ad- 
vantage, they immediately take 
advantage of it. 


Although many persons object 
to blue jays visiting feeders, the 
birds have two things going for 
them: by using the feeder, they 
point out to other birds that it 
is a productive and safe place 
to visit -- and no matter what 
you may think about blue jays, 
they unquestionably are the most 
beautiful in the northeast. They 
are, in fact, the only northeastern 
bird of tropical splendor. 


If one hangs out a feeder, he 
might as well accept any guest 
that arrives. There’s not too 
much that can be done in at-

the mundane. 

One can limit the span of species 
attracted toa feeder. tor instance, 
using nothing except sunfiower 
seeds will attract chickadees, nut- 
hatches, evening grosbeaks and 
cardinals. Sunflower seeds seldom 
are used by house sparrows, star- 
lings and many other birds be- 
cause the hulls are too tough to 
crack except by birds that have 
a bill structured for it. Sun- 
flower seeds will attract blue jays 
and squirrels, however. 

If one desires only goldfinches, 
redpolls, siskins and similar small 
northern finches, black thistle seed 
will do the job. So far as I 
know, blue jays have not bothered 
these tiny seeds. But thistle isa 
rather specialized food and one 
who uses nothing but thistle can- 
not expect a wide variety of birds. 
Incidentally, thistle is safe-to use 
since the seeds are from an Af- 
rican plant that shows no tendency 
to grow in the colder northeast. 

Suet placed in a holder, such 
as a stick with holes bored into 
it into which the suet is crammed, 
offers a good food supply for chick- 


adees, woodpeckers and nut- 
hatches. It will, however, attract 
starlings. Peanut butter serves 


the same group of birds that suet 
does -- but it has the question- 
able attributes of attracting 
squirrels. 

If one wants the broadest pos- 
sible array of birds, the best 
plan involves using a feeder in 
which mixed bird feed is placed, 
another feeder containing only sun- 
flower seed and a third, small 
feeder filled with thistle seed. 
Suet placed in a wire holder or 
in a net bag also should be used. 
It is not necessary to render suet. 
Use it as the butcher hands it 
over the counter. 

With a menu such as that, one 
may expect visits from almost any 
bird in the area, including 
pheasants and mourning doves. 
And hawks, too, since the aggregate 
of birds may attract predatory 
birds.

can reduce this risk. 

One aim should be to cut downon 
the intake of cholesterol and 
saturated fats, which contribute 
to atherosclerosis, a form of 
hardening of the arteries under- 
lying most heart attacks. At the 
same time, there are other goals 
to keep in mind -- maintenance 
of a nutritionally-adequate diet 
and, through calorie control, re- 
maining at a desirable weight. 

To help achieve these aims, 
(your) Heart Association suggests 
in today’s article those specific 
foods that should be used more 
frequently, and others which should 
be used sparingly, or not at all. 
Changes in eating habits can be 
' applied to every meal of the day,

and in every course of the meal 
from appetizer to dessert -- 
literally from soup (skimmed of 
fat) to nuts (which have no choles- 
terol and are low in saturated 
fat). 

Chicken, turkey, veal and fish 
are low in saturated fats, and 
should be used in most ofthe meals 
during the week. No more than 
five meals a week should include 
beef, lamb, pork or ham. At 


that, the housewife should choose 
lean cuts of these meats and trim 
of visible fat before cooking. 
Bake, broil, roast or stew the 
meats and discard the liquid fats 
which cook out. Certain high- 
protein vegetables -- dried beans 
and peas, baked beans, lentils -- 
occasionally may be used in place 
of meat. Three to four ounces 
of cooked meat or fish (not count- 
ing bone or fat) or a similar 
amount of a high-protein vegetable 
is recommended as an average 
serving. 

Among the fat-laden foods to be 
avoided are duck, goose, spare- 
ribs, mutton, frankfurters, Sau- 
sages, fatty hamburgers, bacon 
and luncheon meats. Cholesterol- 
rich foods to be restricted in use 
include egg yolks, the organ meats 
-- liver, kidney and sweetbreads 
and the shellfish -- crab, 
lobster, shrimp and clams. 

Since liver is very rich in 
vitamins and iron, it should not 
be eliminated completely from the 
diet. A four-ounce serving of 
liver in a meat meal no more than 
once a week is permissible. A 
four-ounce serving of shellfish 
may be substituted for meat no 
more than once a week. 

Virtually every fresh fruit and 
vegetable may be used generously 
and regularly, except for olives 
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and avocados, which are very high 
in fat calories. The daily intake 
of margarines and oils should 
emphasize the polyunsaturated 
fats, which tend to lower choles- 
teral levels in the blood. 

A note of caution also applies to 
the use of butter rolls, commercial 
biscuits, muffins (but not English 
muffins), doughnuts, sweet rolls, 
crackers and commercial mixes 
containing dried eggs and whole 
milk, sources of both cholesterol 
and saturated fats. Rut skim milk 
fortified with vitamins A and D, 
skim milk cheeses, buttermilk and 
yogurt should be used often. 

An explanation of the relation- 
ship of diet to heart disease, as 
well as lists of foods to have, and 
not to have, recipes and tips on 
food preparation can be found in 
two Heart Association publica- 
tions. These are The Way to A 
Man’s Heart and Recipes for Fat- 
Controlled and Low Cholesterol 
Meals. They are available from 
your Northeast Chapter, Mass- 
achusetts Heart Association 
located at 79 North Main St., An- 
dover. Two other publications 
contain stricter plans for fat- 
controlled diets and are available 
for patients on a doctor’s pre- 
scription.

Wild A nimal 
Protection 
N ecessary 


Why was it necessary for states 
to pass new laws protecting en- 
dangered species of wild animals, 
when there is already a national 
law on the books? 

The trouble with the federal law 
-- the Endangered Species Conser- 
vation Act of 1969 -- ig that it 
fails to protect the very species 
most in danger of extinction be- 
cause of the American mania for 
such luxuries as leopard coats, 
cheetah jackets, polar bear rugs, 
alligator shogs, etc. 

The federal law protects such 
creatures as the Argentine pink 
fairy armadillo, the Cambodian 
kouprey, the Tasmanian thyl&cine, 
and the Australian Eyrean grass- 
wren . . . but there is no national 
protection for the Bengal tiger, 
the snow leopard, the African 
cheetah, the jaguar, most otters, 
and nearly all other animals which 
are actually being killed for com- 
merical sale in the United States, 

The pink fairy armadillo 
certainly needs all the protection 
it can get . .. but it doesn’t need 
to be protected from the Ameri- 
can. fur trade. 

Therefore, legislators have felt 
it necessary to pass their own 
endangered species laws in five 
states -- Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut, New York, Pannsylvania and 
California, Unfortunately, that 
still leaves 45 states in which there 
is no adequate protection. 

In the meantime, the big cats, 
the otters, the whales, and the 
crocodilians are being subjected 
to intensive and highly professional 
hunting. These species have been 
decimated in the past few years, 
and it is urgent that the trade be 
stopped at once. It may be too 
late in five more years. 

Perez Olindo, Director of the 
National Parks of Kenya, felt it 
was important enough to fly to 
Massachusetts to plead with legis- 
lators for protection of African 
animals. The exporting of cheetah 
skins, for example, is illegal in 
Kenya . . . so poachers smuggle 
them across the border before 
sending them to fashionable fur- 
riers in America. The markets 
must be cut off if the animals 
are to be kept from extinction. 

A major loophole in the United 
States federal law is that it only 
protects a species which is in 
immediate danger of worldwide 
extinction. In other words, if 
the population, anywhere on earth, 
is large enough to be profitable 
to poachers, it is not protected. 

And it isn’t always possible to 
tell the ‘‘endangered’’ from the 
‘‘unendangered’’ subspecies. 

William G. Conway, General 
Director of the New York 
Zoological Society, comments, 
‘‘For instance, the Sumatrantiger, 
which is on the protected list, 
differs from the unlisted Bengal 
tiger in having mvre numerous 
stripes, a little less white in its 
coat, and being slightly smaller 
usually, But the Bengal’s 
color pattern is so varlable that 
often the hides of young specimens 
cannot be distinguished from those 
of Sumatran, Javan, or Bali

The department takes in appro- 
ximately $700,000 with receipts, 
under the new water rate schedule. 

Some local officials feel that 
through hydrant rental, an account 
to be created, the taxpayers will 
totally finance the water depart- 
ment operations. The funds gained 
from the hydrant rental procedure, 
would then be applied to suggested 
accounts by action of the town 
meeting. 

The particular budget item is 
expected to cause considerable 
controversy among seiectmen, 
finance committee members and 
the town manager between now and 
the annual town meeting in March, 

With regard to the debt service 
and the landfill portions of the 
budget, the manager, in his mes- 
sage commented as follows: 

Debt Service consists princi- 
pally of interest payments on 
bonded debt and bond redemptions. 
School land acquisition bonds and 
water treatment plant bonds sold 
during 1971 will cause a firstyear 
charge in 1972 of $440,500. for 
interest and principal payments. 
The decrease in the interest pay- 
ments on the older bonds reduces 
the total debt service increase 
for 1972 to approximately 
$380,000. Town Manager estimates 
that approximately $200,000. of 
this increase can be offset by the 
increase in estimated receipts 
from the sale of water. 

This budget as submitted has a 
substantial increase over the 
operating cost of the landfill opera- 
tion in 1971. This is due to a 
request to have the bulldozer re- 
placed $60,000.) and additional 
cover material, 

In addition to the 1971 Operating 
Budget of $65,036., $34,000. was 
appropriated under Article 25 for 
landfill operations. This latter ap- 
propriation was to raise the level 
of maintenance of the landfill by 
providing funds for a fence, 
chipping of wood wastes and addi- 
tional cever material. The pre- 
sented 1972 budget of $225, 484. is 
up $126,484. over a total 1971 
operating appropriation. 

The Town Manager is not con- 
vinced that the town should be ex- 
pected to raise the cost of this 
function this rapidly. However, to 
submit a lower figure would be 
misleading the taxpayers as to the 
eventual cost of operating a sani- 
tary landfill in accordance with 
current State regulations. 

The Compensation fund is again 
inserted in the Operating Budget 
as a separate item to provide funds 
for wage and salary increases for 


the town employees. At this 
writing, the Town Manager is still 
studying the guidelines for Phase II 
of the President’s Wage and Price 
Stabilization Program, Negotia- 
tions with the Fire and D.P.W. 
Union for new labor contracts are 
just getting und2rway. In view of 
these factors, the figure inserted 
is an estimate only. 

Significant changes inthose bud- 
gets causing the average 6-1/2% 
increase mentioned above include: 
three additional elections, resto- 
ration of the Town Meeting cut of 
the Town Counsel’s budzet, 
doubling the rent for the Haven 
to enable the Council on Aging to 
secure larger quarters, 4 and 2 
work schedule for the Police Da- 
partment, additional Library per- 
sonnel, additional m2n inthe Water 
Department to be hired during the 
year to provide an operating staff 
for the new Water Treatment Plant 
and increases in Retirement and 
Group Insurance costs. Adjust- 
ments in the Town Collector’s and 
Water Department’s budgets and 
the reestablishment of a D.P.W, 
Administrative Budget reflect a 
reallocation of personal services 
formerly carried in the Water De- 
partment budget. 

The Board of Assessors’ very 
preliminary estimate for the total 
assessed value for 1972 will be up 
only $4,500,000. This would in- 
dicate the smallest increase over 
the past several years but does not 
seem unreasonable in view of the 
general downward trend o* con- 
struction and the lack of industrial 
construction. This $4,500,000. in- 
crease in valuation will bring in 
in excess of $200, 000. innew money 
based on the 1971 tax rate andwill 
have a value in excess of One 
Dollar on the tax rate. 

Additional information concern- 
ing various aspects of this budget 
will be forthcoming from the Town 
Manager’s Office. 

Among some of the operational 
cost increases are the im- 
plementation of the new police 
contract. A four day on, two off 
work schedule has required addi- 
tional men on the force. 

An increased training program 
for new police personnel is now 
required and there will be several 
new men due to promotions within 
the department and replacements 
for members retiring. 

In the water department, there 
will be some budget reflections 
in accounting changes. 

The public works director’s 
salary will now be transferred to 
head the entire department. Water 
department salaries will include 
provisions for a new pumping sta- 
tion engineer. The present en- 
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gineer will be retiring next year 
and his replacement will be in 
charge of all pumping stations, 
such as wells sites and sewer 
pumping stations.
